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Harrison supports Willow Kun

A member of the seven-member Airport Research Com- 
mittee appointed by the Van Boren Board of Trustees has 
taken a favorable position on the proposed $100 million ex- 
pansion of the Willow Run Airport, headquartered in Yp- 
silanti Township. 

The members of the committee were recommended by 
Van Buren Township Supervisor G. Elton Gollwitzer. who 
has along with the township board strenuously opposed the 
airport expansion proposal. 

R. Terry Harrison independent and professional real estate 
appraiser-broker of 473 Rawsonville Rd., Belleville, has 
issued his objections to the position taken by the township 
board and other members of the airport committee. 

Harrison resides 300 feet from the end of the runway, 
located at the northwest comer of the airport. He is an ex- 


Naval aviator and holds a commercial pilot s license. He has 
lived in the vicinity of the Willow Run Airport for the last 13 
years. 

In the first part of two part statement. Harrison said: 

"For the past couple of months 1 have refrained from 
taking umbrage at the various pronouncements by the Van 
Buren township supervisor and the board of trustees based on 
so-called "conclusions” of the township Airport Committee, 
of which I am a member. 

However, when the supervisor starts seriously leading 
down the "primrose path” the citizens of this community, I 
feel it is time to step in and set the record straight. 

I do not believe G. Elton Gollwitzer, supervisor, has the 
right (at least the moral right) to spend tax money to hire an 
attorney to try "any dirty tricks” in the book in opposition to 
the proposed expansion of the airport at this time. 


I do not believe he should waste the time, money and effort 
to fabricate a special "airport” zoning classification in an 
attempt to do the same thing. 

Though I believe him to be an honest, hardworking public 
servant, if he is not guilty of playing politics with this issue, he 
is guilty of poor judgment and the recipient of bad in- 
formation. 

As to the political angle — Joseph Hogan (township 
trustee) has been quoted in an area newspaper as believing 
Gollwitzer's stance is "politically motivated.” Evidently he 
wants to rid himself and the township government of the 
present law firm of Berry, Hopson.

It does seem a shame that the number one man in the 


township government can’t exercise better control over his 
executive board — as well as other administrative personnel. 
It is all symptomatic of the archaic, provincial type of 
government faced by men who fight for progress. 

Gollwitzer’s positive and costly actions are decidedly 
premature inasmuch as the necessary feasibility report has 
not even yet been ordered and also because he has little or 
no basis for his stand. Other than the vocal minority and a 
two-man minority report by the airport committee, he has no 
reflection of the true feelings of the "Silent Majority .” 

The latter, at least at this time, makes me feel a little like a 
"voice in the wilderness,” but I feel "they" probably expect 
the banner to be taken up by the likes of the U.S. govern- 
ment, General Motors, Ford, Chrysler, the University of 
Michigan and the airlines. This may be all well and good, but 
in the meantime they had better make their feelings known

Mayor will investigate 
dog shooting charges 


The reported shooting of a 
miniature poodle by the 
Romulus dog warden is under 
investigation by Mayor Hyle 
J Carmichael. 

The mayor undertook the 
investigation at the request of 
the city council and was 
instructed to report his 
findngs back to council. 

The investigation is based 
on a complaint made before 
city council on Jan. 25 by 
Ernestine Pitts of 11298 Moore 
St.. Romulus. The complaint 
later was submitted in writing 
to conform with the council’s 
new policy regarding 
complaints against city 
employes or officials. 

In her complaint Mrs. Pitts 
stated the dog shooting 
occurred at 3:13 p m. on Jan 
17. She said: 

"I feel the dog warden did 
willfully shoot our miniature 
poodle without due cause. 
Because an animal will not 
come to you is no reason to kill. 
If our poodle had been vicious 
then he would have no other 
choice but to kill. 

"If the dog warden and his 
helper could not catch the 
animal, they should have 
followed him to his home This 
would have been the best 
procedure. 

"I also think the dog warden 
was wrong in shooting in a 
residential area. I am 
wondering if this person is 
aware that his shots could 
have injured some innocent 
persons or caused some 
damage to a home or car ” 

George Hartgrove. Romulus 
pound master, was ill and not 
present at the council session. 

Mayor Carmichael reported 


he was told the dog was 
running at large, was not 
licensed, that no owner could 
be found and the dog was 
tearing up cans and littering 
the area and had been in the 
area for some time. The 
mayor stated that perhaps 
some guidance should be set 
by the council in cases where 
dogs are hard to catch.

Jet chased

A Detroit man is being held 
on felonious assault charges

The patrol car and the fire 
truck chased Latta s car onto 
William G Rogell Drive, and 
the fire truck bounced the car 
off the road and again halted 
it, Lucas said. Patrolman 
James Baughman approached 
the car a second time and 
Lucas said Latta again tried to 
run him down The sheriff said 
the officer was saved when the 
fire truck rammed the car 
broadside and knocked it 
away from the officer.

just to save their tax monies. 

I accepted the appointment to this study committee in the 
belief it was to be constituted for the purpose of honest en- 
deavor. to gather and analyze factual information relative to 
the pros and cons of the airport expansion. Sadly, I have just 
about reached the conclusion that it has turned into a 
"rubber stamp” for the supervisor and his fellow' 
Republicans for political gain. 

Our first meeting was in July of last year and I, as well as 
others on the committee, was led to believe it would be long- 
lived. To this point we have had exactly six meetings (one a 
month ) and on Nov. 5 meeting all of a sudden — were given 
the inference strongly, that we had better hurry and get the 
job done. 

Primarily, this was intended for me. as this time we had 
dwindled from seven to five members and I was the only 
proponent of the airport improvement, so the burden of 
proving this point fell entirely on my shoulders. 

therefore, 1 strongly object to the supervisor’s shifting the 
responsibility for his own personal viewpoint to the com- 
mittee by prefacing his remarks (as reported in one local 
newspaper on 2-2-72) with, “After months of study by the 
airport committee ...”. This is an extreme exaggeration, to 
say the least — as in the one and one-fourth page, two-man 
minority (airport committee) report. 

This report, on which so much diatribe has been based, is 
inaccurate, misleading, opinionated and now irrelevant since 
the recent realignment of the proposed new runways. 

Even Gollwitzer, in his personal report, stated Van Buren 
Township would lose only approximately 10 million in 
“assessed valuation” rather than the $15 million loss con- 
tained in the afore-mentioned report.

“My opinion is that a resort 
license w ould eat up a Class C 
license,” Stewart said. 

Councilman Raspberry 
asked the council to hold thr 
request of Dul and others in 
abeyance. He reported he had 
written to the MLCC to get a 
representative to come to 
Romulus and explained the 
commission rules on issuing 
licenses and what effect one 
license has on another. 

The MLCC had originally 
allotted the city six new Class 
C licenses but the number was 
later reduced to five after the 
MLCC considered the 
issuance of a liquor license to 
Joseph J. Lambert, owner of 
the Landing Strip Lounge, 
Romulus as one against the 
quota of new licenses. 

Lambert received his 
license prior to the 1970 U.S. 
Census, which showed a 
population increase in 
Romulus and the subsequent 
issuance of six additional 
Class C licenses to the city. 

The city council wants a 
detailed reasoning for this as 
well as the effect the issuance 
of a resort tavern license for 
10 months to Ramada Inn, 8270 
Wickham Rd., Romulus, has 


on the new Class C license 
quota. 

The Ramada Inn’s resort 
tavern license was later 
approved by the MLCC to a 
resort Class B Hotel license 
for 12 months.

Stewart opposes ban

recommendations. City 
officials are awaiting its

Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael 
who favors a hunting ban, 
reported the firearms 
ordinance help solve the 
shooting problem. 

In an earlier report on the 
firearms code adopted by the 
city council, it was reported in 
the official minutes of the 
special hearing the council’s 
vote was unanimous. 

Stewart Monday issued 
reasons behind his opposition 
to the firearms ordinance 

Stewart prefaced his 
comments by criticizing 
published information stating 
he voted for the new firearms 
code. He said: 

“False information was 
given to the newspaper about 
the vote on the gun control 
ordinance by the city clerk. 
Why was this done- 
deliberately? 

“The clerk and his 
secretary both took minutes of 
the meeting on tape and in 
short hand. The debate lasted 
two hours and 28 minutes. 
How could the clerk say it was 
an unanimous decision when I 
voted “no” and Councilman 
Edmund Bizek was absent. 
The clerk’s secretary even 
typed the minutes to read that 
it w r as an unanimous decision. 
Why?” Stewart asked. 

In citing his reasons behind 


his “no” vote, Stewart said: 

"The gun control ordinance 
is not a substitute for a 
hunting ban that was earlier 
discussed. Why did the council 
not w'ait for the results of the 
DNR meeting held at the high 
school? Was it because a 
citizen said he had 600 
signatures on petitions to stop 
hunting and some councilmen 
jumped on the band wagon 
using this as a way of trying to 
get votes in the next election? 

**Tfr stop bunting is one 
thing, but to try to control 
guns is a different matter that 
needs more consideration. All 
the sportsmen of Romulus are 
hurt by the new ordinance. 
Farmers cannot protect their 
livestock, chickens, etc., 
without getting a permit from 
the clerk’s office on orders of 
the Wayne County Sheriff. 

“By the time a farmer sees 
his stock in danger he must 
call the sheriff to investigate 
his farm to see if it is suitable 
to discharge a gun on. If the 
approval is given, he must 
then drive to the clerk’s office 
to get his permit and then 
drive back to his farm, get his 
gun and shoot whatever is 
endangering his stock (if the 
varmint is still there) and his 
stock not already dead.” 

Stewart stated this type of 
gun control is “like buying a 
new car and being told by the 


city council and the mayor 
(who is in favor of this 
ordinance) that you must park 
it in your garage and not drive 
it except to church on Sunday 
if you get a permit from the 
clerk." 

“1 am not opposed to a 
partial hunting ban in the city 
where the population is 
greater than areas that are 
still suitable for hunting. This 
decision would have to be 
made by the state upon 
‘recom'nendation of the city 
council,” Stewart added. 

“I an* totally opposed to any 
type of gun control bills that 
are in violation of my rights 
under the state and federal 
constitutions,” Stewart said.

friend— the ‘magic wand ’

Since there is no “magic wand” which will 
supply all the answers or solve the many 
problems of the classroom teacher, it 
becomes most necessary that one in this 
profession soon recognizes every opportunity 
to help a child to learn. 

Constantly these opportunities confront us 
as we meet with each new class. Old problems 
appear in new settings where they again 
throw some family into temporary upheaval - 
illness, family problems, financial cares or 
such. 

One needs only a few weeks with a child, 
even within a group, to recognize when 
something is wrong. More vocal ones may 
whisper their news in your ear, if someone 
else isn’t there first. Others struggle bravely 
alone, trying not to let on. 

The inability to cope with hunger, worry or 
fatigue, the absence of self discipline and the 
inability or refusal to accept one’s self never 


flaunts themselves in the same way This 
hunger is not the hunger of starvation, but the 
hunger of malnutrition and the hunger of a 
missing parent. 

The class down, the wriggler and 
drummer, the demander, and the one who at 
this moment honestly couldn’t care less - 
these are in every class. 

Their problems are not solved in a day, 
perhaps not even a year. But teacher don’t 
give up and with the help of some pretty 
wonderful classmates who tolerate and help 
the “goofoff,” he learns to take turns, to 
share, to take part, and at least try to do his 
work. 

It is not magic. 

As our “space age” adolescents are so 
rapidly pushed into adulthood, it is hard to 
believe their fascination of such a simple 
thing as a lighted match or candle and the 
flame it produces, or a beaker of boiling 


water, or a firsthand experience with a 
thermometer. 

The ability to see, to observe, to question, to 
decide, to do these skills are needed 
throughout life. We practice these in all our 
studies, but particularly in math and science. 
This is how we learn. It is not magic. It is hard 
work! 

Learning is experiencing. Learning is 
doing. Too many of our students do not want 
to be involved. Many are satisifed to always 
be spectators. They are short-changing 
themselves. 

Their “magic wand” is to become involved 
and do. 

A teacher’s “magic wand” starts with 
massive quantities of patience well seasoned 
with love and understanding acquired by the 
experience of living and working with 
children. Cherish it.

The friend, who is an educated man with a 
responsible and better than average paying 
position with a large national firm in Ann 
Arbor, wasn’t aware of the fact that his state 
income tax was increased last summer from 
2.6 to 3.9 per cent, let alone the fact that 
elimination of an Aug. 1 , 1972 expiration date 
on the increase was proposed in the Michigan 
Legislature last Monday night. 

In fact, he insisted that he was paying only 
2.6 per cent state income tax, which we know 
he isn’t. Perhaps he wasn’t aware of the higher 
figure because he probably hasn’t computed 
last year’s tax statements yet and 2.6 per cent 
was the figure used on his 1970 returns. 

He then concluded there wasn’t anything he 
could do any way. To a point, we almost have 
to agree since too frequently whatever Lola 
and the legislature wants Lola and the 
legislature gets. 

But there is something the people can do, if 
they truly care about the expenditure of their 
tax money, and that is write your lawmakers. 
Let them know — politely, but firmly —that 
some responsibility has to be shown in 
Lansing and Washington about the spending 
of your tax dollars, that the people (you) 
would like to see some other procedures 
followed other than just financing legislators’ 
various whims, some of which benefit them 
personally. 

Tell the legislators that the people (you) 
believe in giving them a fair day’s pay for a 
fair day’s work. After all, the people (you) 
can’t give themselves (yourself) a pay raise 
whenever they (you) wish and still dilly dally 
on some extremely serious problems.

The idea 
has strong bi-partisan support 
although there are some 
differences of opinion on just 
how it is to be conducted. The 
primary is to be held in May. 

The proposal will 
accomplish two things. It will 
permit voters to express their 
preference on presidential 
candidates and also to elect 
precinct delegates.

Project SEED fills bill

Last school year the Beverly School in Romulus par- 
ticipated in a unique mathematics program known as 
“Project SEED ” Originating in California about nine years 
ago. Project SEED is a math curriculum that involved the 
same conceptually-oriented algebra that is taught in high 
school and college 

Originally started in one fifth grade class with notable 
success, the program was expanded to include the other fifth 
graders and a fourth grade class 

The course was offered as a supplement to the regular 
• math curriculum and taught by graduate students from the 
\ University of Michigan and the regular teachers. 

Evaluation of pupil achievement was conducted by an 
outside agency using the Comprehensive Test of Basic Skills 
The tests were given to all fifth graders at the end of the 
school year 


The results indicate that many pupils made significant 
gains in mathematics achievement with many scoring in the 
average and above average levels. 

More significant, however, is the apparent high level of 
interest in math that is being exhibited by the pupils. En- 
thusiasm for math is especially evident in the classrooms 
where pupils seem to enjoy working out equations and other 
tough algebraic problems. 

This year the program will be continued with the fifth and 
sixth graders. 

We feel fortunate to have been chosen to participate in 
Project SEED, and were proud to be among the few' schools 
selected We don’t expect to make mathematicians out of 
every pupil, but we do aim to offer every child an enriched 
and meaningful mathematics experience at Beverly and feel 
that Project Seed fills the bill adequately.

TTie Senate bill provides for 
delegates to a party’s national 
convention to be chosen at the 
state convention. However, 
national convention delegates 
mu. i lx* srUx uvi i , p.nixwuon I* 
the vote in the presidential 
preference portion of the 
election. 

For example, if a party’s 
total vote in the primary is one 
million votes and a particular 
candidate receives 100,000 
votes. 10 per cent of the 
party’s national delegation 
must be committed to that 
candidate. 

Voters also could mark an 
“uncommitted’ column on the 
ballot instead of a particular 
presidential candidate. Thus it 
would be possible for a portion 
of the national delegation to be 
uncommitted and free to vote 
for any candidate at the 
convention. 

Candidates for precinct 
delegate also would run either 
committed to a presidental 
candidate or uncommitted. 
Delegates to the succesively 
higher conventions would be 
selected from among the 
lower convention delegates, or 
from persons who were not 
delegates, including persons 
holding public office 

The state’s national 
convention delegates would be 
pledged to their presidential 
candidate until that candidate 
withdraws or releases them. If 
that should happen, they 
would be able to vote for any 
candidate. 


The lottery proposal already 
had been approved by both the 
House and Senate, but there 
remain certain minor 
differences which must be 
worked out. One of these is the 
date of the vote. In its present 
form, it calls for a vote on 
Aug. 8 However, the House 
leadership has proposed that 
this be changed to April. 

An amendment in the House 
would set a special election for 
April 3. This would be in line 
with numerous local elections 
across the state. 

The proposed constitutional 
amendment would remove the 
existing ban against lotteries 
in the state. State officials are 
looking at the lottery proposal 
as a means to ease the state’s 
hard-pressed financial 
situation. Thus, it is reasoned 
that the sooner the issue gets 
before voters, the sooner the 
state can profit from this 
additional revenue. 

New Hampshire instituted 
the first state lottery in 1963 
and was followed by New York 
and New Jersey. While the 
New Hamshire and New York 
lotteries have not been as 
successful as many hoped, the 
one in New Jersey has been an 
outstanding success, mainly 
because of its simplicity and 
accessibility. It has brought 
the state $25 million a year in 
new revenue and promopted 
other states to consider the 
lottery . 

It is envisioned that a lottery 
in Michigan could raise 
between $11 million and $25 
million a year, to be divided 
between state and local units 
of government. 

If the constitutional ban 
against lotteries is lifted, the 
legislature would be able to 
move ahead with the type and 
form it wants for Michigan. It 
is likely that lotteries would be 
restricted to the state and or 
charitable institutions.

Van Buren must 
work for protection 

To the editor: 

Much has been snid about the expansion of Willow Run 
Airport as a freight facility to help relieve the growing 
congestion at Metro Airoort 

Throughout the discussion of the expansion, V an Buren 
Township Superv isor G. »Jton C.ollwit/er has been opposed 
to *uch expansion. 

As . Van Buren Township property owner, personally I 
call not help but to agree with Supervisor Gollwilzer. Yet 
when we look over the possibilities for a freight terminal in 
the metropolitan Detroit area, it seems Willow Run is just 
about the only place that is available. 

I do not look forward to having more aircraft flying low 
over the area, or having my television programs further 
disturbed by such aircraft. However, although Supervisor 
Gollwitzer is acting with the feelings of most of us in Van 
Buren Township, I tend to feel the forces we are opposing will 
eventually have their way with the airport expansion. 

We are being opposed by the FAA of the U.S. government, 
the Wayne Road Commission, all the airlines at Metro, 
General Motors Corp., Ford Motor Co. and many others. 

In the best interests of the entire metropolitan Detroit 
area, the expansion of Willow Run airport is very’ necessary 

If this expansion takes place. Van Buren Tow'nship will 
suffer great damage in both lost tax revenue and lost area. 
The lost area will make regaining the lost tax revenue almost 
impossible. Also, the low flying aircraft from both Metro and 
Willow Run will make much of Van Buren Township like 
living on the airport itself. 

However, due to the need for this facility and due to the 
limited number of people who will be adversely affected by 
the building of this facility, and considering the far greater 
number of people that will benefit by the building of this 
facility, I do not see how we can stop it. 

Therefore. I believe that a more realistic approach to this 
problem would be to work for proper compensation for all the 
people of Van Buren Tow nship. Both in lost tax base now and 
in the future and for the losses suffered by the residents of 
Van Buren Township, now and in the future. 

Not all the losses will be immediately apparent. However, 
on* e the facility is built and in operalion.it is generally too 
late to be compensated for losses due to noise, pollution, 
closed roads, etc. However, with Van Buren Township as a 
partner in the expansion. I believe, as residents, we would be 
in a much better position to be heard and properly com- 
pensated. 

As before stated, the few voices and votes we represent, as 
compared to the number of people in the entire area, really 
gives us very little to bargain with to stop the expansion of 
Willow Run Airport. 

However, as an injured minority, I believe we stand a 
much better chance of proper treatment. 

To provide the money for such compensation should be up 
to those who most benefit by the expansion of the airport 
facility. 

Due to the fact that I do not believe opposing the airport 
expansion will do any good, I believe that our elected 
representatives could serve us far better by working for 
proper protection of the interests of the residents of Van 
Buren Township than by opposing forces far stronger than 
they are. 

If Supervisor Gollwitzer’s opposition to the expansion of 
Willow- Run Airport is actually to this end, then I whole 
heartedly support him.

“Clock Watching for Fun 
and Profit” could well be the 
title of the next Henry Ford 
Museum Antiques Lecture on 
Friday evening 
William H. Distin, 
administrative assistant and 
Curator of Special Collections 
will talk about the ins and outs 
of collecting clocks at 8:30 
p.m. in the Museum Theatre. 

The fascination of clocks 
reaches almost everyone, 
whether it be with how they 
work, with their appearance, 
with how they sound or with 
the variety of unusual forms 
they often take. 

Distin’s lecture, titled 
“Building a Collection: 
Clocks.” covers all of these 
things and more. 

After a very short 
exploration of the history of 
clocks, he will discuss how to 
date clocks, how to recognize 
styles, how to tell if a clock has 
been altered or tampered with 
and what is collectible today. 

In most cases, Distin will 
deal separately with clock 
cases and clock works. As he 
points out in his lecture, only 
rarely were antique clocks 
produced as a unit. Sometimes 
there is as much as 30 or 40 
years age difference between 
them. Case clocks especially 
can be collected for either 
their cases or for their works, 
depending on the interest of 
the collector, he says. 

Using more than 60 color 
slides of clocks from the 
Museum collections to 
illustrate his lecture, Distin 
will also discuss the effect of 
refinishing and replacement 
of parts on the collectibility of 
a clock and what effect the 
running order has. 

As curator, Distin is 
responsible for the more than 
3.6(H) clocks and watches in the 
collection which is considered 
one of the most 
significant anywhere The 
collection is constantly being 
refined and upgraded under 
his direction, and it is from 
this vantage that he will 
compare a good clock from a 
collector’s view w r ith what is a 
better one and what is the 
best. 

This is the third in the 
current series of lectures, 
which are being given by the 
Museum’s Decorative Arts 
Curators. The lectures

A group of tri-county 
citizens concerned about clean 
air are organizing a petition 
drive to see that a bill which 
would give more teeth to 
current pollution laws gets 
through the Michigan Senate.

4260 passed, the State of 
Michigan would have one of 
the best air pollution bills in 
this country," said Miss 
Cullity. 

The petition drive is slated 
to begin in force Feb. 12 and 
run to Feb. 29. The signatures 
collected will be turned over to 
the respective senators. 

The Wayne-Westland 
Recycling Center is gathering 
signatures from residents of 
District 13, which is 
represented by Senator 
William Faust. 

The area covered in District 
13 includes Wayne, Westland, 

Belleville, Garden City, part 
of Inkster, Romulus, Taylor 
and Van Buren, Huron 
townships. 

The ecology group hopes to 
man a booth in Westland 
Shopping Center from Febi 18- 
20. Persons interested in 
distributing petitions can call 
Miss Cullity at 722-0342. 

“Industry is going to be 
lobbying against us, we know 
that, but we think we can get 
enough support to see the bill 
passed. " predicted the clean 
air enthusiast.

New buildings constructed 
in Van Buren Township during 
the month of January totaled 
$211,952, Darryl Robson, chief 
building inspector, reported 
Monday. 

The January total showed a 
sharp decrease in comparison 
with December, when building 
amounted to $476,752. 

Total building and 
mechanical permits issued by 
the building department 
amounted to $3,966 as against 
a total of $2,165 in December. 

January's residential 
building had a estimated 
construction cost of $56,952 
and commercial building, 
$30,000, Robson reported. 

The electrical division of the 
building department issued 44 
permits and collected $901 in 
fees The heating division 
issued 19 permits and 
collected $190 in fees.

Sgt. Kelly pointed out people

Kelly also touched on the 
subject of the 18-year-old 
drinking law and said that if 
last month is an example of 
what this law will bring, there 
will be no problem because the 
department has seen no great 
increase in the fatality rate for 
Washtenaw County 

Questions pertaining to drug 
laws and driving under the 
influence of alcohol were 
asked and then Sgt. Kelly left 
the students with the 
horrifying statistic: 

“Within the year of 1972. one 
out of the 100 students here 
will die in an automobile 
accident It’s not a pretty sight 
to look at.”

The 43,618 salaried 
employes who contributed 
$40,340,000 to Ford Motor Co.’s 
Savings and Stock Investment 
Plan for Salaried Employes in 
1968 had assets in their 
accounts in the 1968 Class with 
a total market value of 
$94.8%, 000 at the end of 1971. 

The 25,041 employes who 
elected to have assets in the 
matured class distributed to 
them this month received 
$52,122,000 of the total in Ford 
Common Stock, U.S. 
Government bonds and cash. 

Included were 727,463 
shares of stock valued at 
$51,104,000, government bonds 
worth $998,000 and $20,000 in 
cash.

Valentine goody— 
berry cheesecake 

Glistening with jewel-like strawberries, promising creamy 
smooth texture, long-lasting cheese flavor - what could it be? 

A cheesecake, naturally. But never before has there been 
such a cheesecake! This one, easy to make with Jell-0

For the glaze, 
just cover the top with fresh strawberries (or blueberries) 
and brush on melted currant jelly to glaze. 

Strawberries and cheesecake combine in another way in 
delicious Jellied Strawberry Cheesecake. Here the 
strawberries are in a layer of strawberry flavor gelatin, and 
are topped with the cheesecake, making a distinctive layered 
dessert that would be an excellent choice tor a contribution to 
a pot luck supper. 

Jellied Strawberry Cheesecake 


1 package ( 10- 3 4 oz.) unbaked cheesecake 
1 pint (about) strawberries, halved 
1 package (3 oz.) strawberry flavor gelatin 
V 4 cup sugar 
1 cup boiling water 

4 tray ice cubes (7 to 10, depending on size) 

Prepare cheesecake as directed on package, using a 9-inch 
square pan and pressing crumb mixture only over bottom of 
pan. Arrange strawberries in a single layer over cheesecake. 
Dissolve gelatin and sugar in boiling water. Add ice cubes; 
stir until gelatin is slightly thickened. Remove any unmelted 
ice. Spoon gelatin over strawberries. Chill until firm-about 
14 hours. Makes 9 to 12 servings. 

Alternate Baking Pans: This cheesecake may also be 
prepared in a 9-inch spnng-form pan or a 9-inch glass layer 
pan. 


Strawberry Party Cheesecake 


2 packages ( 10- a 4 oz. each) unbaked cheesecake 
6 tablespoons sugar 

4 cup butter or margarine, melted or softened 

3 cups milk 

1 pint fresh strawberries, halved 

4 cup currant jelly, melted and cooled 


To make crust, combine contents of both pouches of crust, 
the sugar, and butter. Mix well. Press on bottom and halfway 
up sides of 9-inch spring-form pan. Chill 15 minutes before 
filling. Or bake at 375 degrees for 8 to 10 minutes; then chill 
before filling. 

To make the filling, measure milk into bowl. Add contents 
of both filling mix pouches. Beat as directed on package. 
Pour into prepared crust. Cover top with strawberries; then 
brush berries with jelly. Chill at least 2 hours. Makes 12 
servings. 

Blueberry Party Cheesecake. Prepare Strawberry Party 
Cheesecake as directed, substituting 1 pint fresh blueberries 
for the strawberries.

Compare meat costs , protein value 


The 60 grams of protein you 
need in your daily diet can 
be low, moderate or high cost. 

"It depends on the cuts of 
meat you buy and the other 
protein sources you use," says 
Anita Dean, extension foods 
and nutrition specialist at 
Michigan State University. 
Egsgs, milk products, cheese, 
fish, polutry, nuts and 
legumes are protein 
suppliers, besides a wide 
variety of meat products. 

All meats have about the 
same protein value, she says. 
Three ounces of any cooked, 
lean meat supply about 21 
grams of protein. 

"Let’s concentrate on the 
relative cost and protein value 
of different meat cuts," Mrs. 
Dean suggests. 

With so much high-protein 
meat available to most 
Americans, the choice often 
becomes one of economy: 
Which foods offer the best 
nutritive value at the lowest 
cost? 

Although the same in 
protein value, you know that 
hamburger and sirloin are 
different. One difference is 
cost. Hamburger at 66 cents 
per pound costs 17 cents per 
cooked, three-ounce serving; 
but bone-in sirloin at $1.70 a 
pound costs 72 cents a serving. 

The cut with the lowest price 
per pound isn’t always the 
best buy in terms of food value 
or edible meat, the specialist 
says. A relative expensive, 
Doneiess cut with little fat may 
be a better buy than a cheaDer 


cut with a lot of bone, fat and 
gristle. 

One way to look at meat 
costs, Mrs. Dean explains, is 
to estimate the number of 
servings any one cut will 
yield. Then, divide this 
number into the total cost of 
the cut to get the cost per 
serving from that cut. 

For example, if a four- 
pound chuck roast costs $5.64, 
and you estimate 12 servings, 
your cost per serving is 47 
cents. 

It isn’t easy to estimate the 
amount of meat your family 
will need - the pounds of pork 
roast, the size of chicken, the 
number and thickness of 
chops and steaks. A simple 
guide is to estimate that a 
pound of meat with little or no 
fat or bone will yield three to 
four servings of cooked meat; 
a pound with a medium 
amount of bone yields two to 
three servings of cooked 
meat, and a pound of meat

with much bone, gristle and 
fat gives one to two servings. 

"With experience,” says 
Mrs. Dean, "a homemaker 
can quickly estimate how far a 
given out of meat will go, and 
how much each serving will 
cost."

The 1972 Wayne County 
Easter Seal Society appeal for 
$190,000 to continue aid to 
physically and mentally 
handicapped children and 
adults was announced by Earl 
Morrall, chairman. 

Morrall. star quarterback of 
the Baltimore Colts, will play 
an active part in the fund 
drive, which will run for eight 
weeks from Feb. 1 to Easter 
Sunday. April 2. 

"We are hoping," said 
Morrall. “that the generous 
people of Wayne County will 


give the society the needed 
money and also use Easter 
Seals so that programs so 
worthwhile to the physical 
mental, and social well-being 
of the handicapped can not 
only be continued but perhaps 
increased as well 
•‘The society provides a 
wide variety of services for 
handicapped adults and 
children For example, boys 
and girls unable to fit into the 
community day or residential 
camps are served in the 
society’s own summer day 
camp Year-round classes and 


clubs are maintained for 
teenagers and for adults. 
When necessary, the society 
also underwrites the costs of 
therapy and purchases special 
equipment, such as 
wheelchairs It also finds 
community services already 
available to the handicapped 
and lends financial support to 
the campaign for the detection 
of sickle cell anemia.” 

Morrall explained that the 
Easter Seal Society gets no 
financial help from 
government or community 
funds. 


Huron scout council gets 
second Ford grant for camp 


Mrs James A. Kennedy, 
president of the Huron Valley 
Girl Scout Council, has 
announced the council 
r<*ceived a pledge from Ford 
Motor Co..

The campaign gets under 
way with the mailing of 200,000 
letters to Wayne County 
residents making a direct 
appeal to help the society. 

Those receiving this letter 
will notice a change in the 
name of the organization. It is 
now the Wayne County Easter 
Seal Society, rather than the 
Western Wayne County 
Easter Seal Society. The 
society now includes all of 
Wayne County. 

In certain designated areas 
a new method of fund raising 
called "Neighbor to 
Neighbor” will be tried for the 
first time in Michigan.

Investigation begun on taps 


The Sumpter Township 
Board has ordered an 
investigation into all 
applications for water taps.

Building climbs in ’71 


Building in the City of Romulus continued 
an upward climb in 1971 reported Clayton W. 
Meldrum, chief building inspector and 
manager of the Romulus Building 
Department. 

The department’s annual account of building 
activities disclosed the total valuation of new 
building in the city last year amounted to 
$16,374,913.76 as against a total valuation of 
$14,500,381.86 in 1970. 

The number of building permits issued in 
1971 was 810, compared with 749 issued in 
1970, Meldrum reported. 

Fees collected by the building department 
last year amounted to $119,660, an increase of 
$13,965.96 over the 1970 total of $105,694 41. 

The building fee collection for the current 
year is estimated at $145,000 based on further 
building activity in the 1972 year. 


The electrical, heating and plumbing 
divisions of the building department all 
reported increase over 1970. 

The electrical division collected $74,717 in 
permit fees, the heating division, $4,653 in 
fees, and the plumbing division. $6,821 in 
permits fees. 

The department also collected more than 
$14,655 in miscellaneous building fees during 
1971. 

The 1971 activity report reflected rises in all 
phases of building. Meldrum sees greater 
strides in Romulus building for 1972 based on 
building programs under consideration and 
on the drafting boards of land developers. 

In 1971 a total of 269 single-family 
residences were constructed. 24 industrial 
buildings, 27 commercial buildings and 159 
garages and carports.

Bishop Gumbleton 
continued: “The program will 
allow' all of us to put our 
modern faith into 
understandable perspective.

The Michigan emergency 
plan for handling natural 
disasters will be tested in a 
simulation of a series of 
problems today (Wednesday) 
and tomorrow (Thursday) in 
the National Guard armory at 
Lansing, Col. John R. Plants, 
director ol State Police and 
Michigan civil defense, 
reported. 

Capt. George Halverson, 
commander of the State 
Police emergency services 
division and deputy state CD 
director, said the exercise will 
principally involve the state 
agencies responsible for 
assistance in and recovery 


from natural disasters, such 
as weather storms, floods, 
fires, epidemics, etc. 

He said the key is to test the 
ability of state government 
resources to respond in an 
assistance role to local 
government during a disaster. 

Thostate-level participants 
will include the 19 agencies 
and representation from the 
governor’s office. Observers 
and liaison officials are 
expected to include federal 
and other govemmenta’ civic 
and industrial personnel who 
would be involved in 
implementation of the plan in 
such state disasters.

Women are having their say

in decorating boat interiors 


TTiis year's boat show in 
New York provided a riot of 
color that seemed to take its 
cues from home fashions. 
Popular lime, yellow, bristol 
blue, burgandy, and the beige- 
y wood tones from sand to 
iobacco colors have gone to 
boat hulls. And in the big 
cruiser class is red, white and 
blue to the boot stripe, at least. 

“The patriotic theme can’t 
be overdone right now. It is 
not only a presidential year, 
but people seem to have a new 
appreciation of their country. 
TTiey are taking another look. 
It is something young 
people started with the 
environmental bit,” says 
Mary Reed. styling 
coordinator for Hattaras. 

The interior of the 42-foot 
cruiser she had decorated was 


red, white and blue all the 
way. In the salon area, 
upholstery was blue, table 
white, and linen draperies 
were done in a contemporary 
pattern of the three colors. 

Mrs. Reed’s newest fait ac- 
compli. the Mandarin look, 
will be unveiled at the Miami 
show. 

While interiors of boats are 
influencing colors that also go 
to hulls, and as one man put it, 
“you can't buy a boat until 
your wife approves it,” teen- 
agers are also having their 
say. One 16-year-old boy 
determined the entire color 
scheme for a boat his mother 
was buying, “and did a great 
job.” Mrs. Reed explained. 
Dad had already decided on 
the electronics and the 
decoration had been left to 


mother, who just wasn’t apt in 
that direction. 

TTie emphasis on interior 
boat decoration started out as 
a theme to “let women have 
their say, too”. But the idea is 
evolving into a boat fashion 
competition with companies 
outzinging each other in 
decor. More than one boat has 
been sold because the 
interiors superseded all other 
considerations.

On home improvements 


Questions, answers 


Q— We have a very old 
woodhouse that I intend to 
paint in a couple of months. I 
paint it about every three or 
four years. After the first year 
or two, the paint begins to peel 
on one or two of the outside 
walls. When I get ready to 
paint again. I have to go 
through the job of scraping off 
the areas where there is 
peeling. Is there some way I 
can do it this time so there 
won’t be peeling? 

A.— It seems likely that 
scraping the entire exterior 
rather than just the peeling 
portions may be in order this 
time. It may be that, while you 
remove the peeled paint in one 
area, the peeling may be con- 
tinuing in other sections after 
the new paint has been 
applied. In much the same 
way, a leak in a corroded pipe 
may occur soon after a leak 
has been halted at some other 
point along the pipe. 

Basically, however, the 
CAUSE of the peeling is mois- 
ture behind the paint. Until 
you find out where the 
moisture is coming from, you 
will continue to have trouble. 
There are a number of 
possible reasons. Do you 
sometimes have overflowing 
roof gutters? Are there any 
openings or gaps in the ex- 
terior, especially around win- 
dow frames and doors? Do you 
have excess moisture inside 
the house without any normal 
method of exit? 

Before you paint the next 
time, examine the outside of 
the house more carefully than 


you have ever done before, us- 
ing a ladder and not relying on 
an inspection from the ground. 
Even a very narrow open 
seam can permit the entrance 
of water. Caulk or repair 
anything that even seems to 
need it. 

If there is excessive 
moisture in your house, 
causing condensation on 
window panes, toilet tanks and 
other cool surfaces, the 
chances are that some of it is 
escaping through the inside 
walls to the outside It gets 
under the paint and results in 
peeling. To prevent this, you 
need a dehumidifier or some 
method of allowing the moist 
air to get out of the house with- 
out going through the walls. 
Opening windows at least once 
a day is of some help. 
Ventilating fans often solve 
the moisture problem So do 
small ventilating louvers or 
vents which can be installed in 
the outside walls, permitting 
the moisture to leave rather 
than settle under the paint. 


Q— I sometimes see an ad- 
vertisement for “loose fill” in- 
sulation. What kind is it? 

A —Loose fill insulation is 
the kind that is poured into 
place, such as between rafters 
in an attic floor. It also is used 
by professionals to blow’ into 
wall openings of older houses 
when insulation is needed and 
it would be too expensive to 
knock down walls.

It is usually difficult to find 
a good spot for airconditioning 
on a boat, but Mrs. Reed now- 
buries it in the upholstery at 
the rear arm of a sofa, and 
other non-irritating areas.

One of the easiest power 
tools to operate is the standard 
jig saw, which can do inside, 
outside and straight cutting. 
Because it can handle the 
most intricate of designs, it is 
a special favorite with 
hobbyists who perform 
delicate tasks. 

An outgrowth of this time- 
tested electric machine is the 
portable jig saw, sometimes 
called a saber or bayonet saw. 
Unlike the regular jig saw, 
which is stationary, the port- 
able model, as the name 
makes evident , can be brought 
to material which is anchored 
to something else 

The many kinds of blades 
available enable the tool to be 
used for cutting wood, felt, 
leather, rubber, plastics, in- 
sulating materials, 
composition boards, linoleum, 
resilient floor tiles and both 
ferrous and nonferrous 
metals. Different brands have 
different methods of attaching 
the blades. While these 
differences appear to be 


s^ght, it is important that 
each manufacturer’s 
instructions be followed to the 
letter so that the blade will be 
held firmly in the machine. 

To start a cut, the portable 
jig saw’s forward edge is 
placed on the stock, the motor 
started and the blade moved 
forward. The forward 
pressure should not be 
excessive— just enough to 
permit the blade to do its 
work. There must also be a 
slight downward pressure to 
keep the base riding smoothly 
on the material. This 
downward pressure is more 
necessary on some machines 
than on others, but you will 
soon discover exactly how 
much, if any, pressure to 
apply to your jig saw r to halt 
any tendency to vibrate. 

Like the table jig saw, the 
portable model can follow ei- 
ther a curved or straight line, 
although the cut itself won’t be 
as fine. But the tool is light 
enough so that, when 


properly, it will produce a 
smooth result. Since the saw 
has no frame or other ham- 
pering parts, it can be used to 
cut stock of any length or 
width. 

Because it can be used in a 
confined area, the portable jig 
saw has the ability to do many 
jobs which previously 
required much time and 
effort. It is especially good for 
making notches in floor joists, 
wall studs, rafters and other 
construction materials. 

When an opening must be 
cut into plywood or wall 
paneling— as, for instance, to 
make room for an electric 
outlet— it can be done without 
drilling a hole for the saw 


blade. This is done by holding 
the machine firmly with both 
hands and tilting it forward so 
that the front edge of the base 
rests on the wood, but without 
the motor in operation. When 
this has been accomplished, 
the motor is started and 
permitted to run at full speed. 
The back of the machine is 
lowered gently, which will 
bring the blade into contact 
with the work. The back is 
lowered even more until the 
blade has dug into the wood 
and the base is flat on the 
surface. Only then is the saw 
guided along the cutting line. 

As in all sawing operations, 
be sure to cut along the outside 
edges of the cutting line to al- 
low for the w idth of the blade.

If you’re going to redecorate 
and are looking for 
“something different,” try 
covering shelves and part of 
the wall with the same tile 
used on your floors. 

Tying in the floor pattern 
with other areas is a simple 
but very effective decorating 
device. It works well in 
youngsters’ bedrooms, 
recreation rooms, in the attic, 
in a hall or near an en- 
tranceway. It can also be done 
in kitchens, baths and laun- 
dries on counters where 
moisture is not excessive. 

These are all areas where 
easy maintenance is im- 
portant and nothing is easier 
to maintain than resilient 
floorings, especially vinyl 
asbestos tile. It stands up well 
under the roughest kind of use 
and is wiped clean in seconds. 
Scratches can be rubbed away 
with fine steel wool. 

To be absolutely certain tile 
will adhere properly in the 
vertical position on a wall, the 
Better Floors Council 
recommends using regular 
vinyl asbestos tile affixed with 
an adhesive approved by the 
tile manufacturer - cove base 
adhesive is usually suggested. 

The adhesive-backed vinyl 
asbestos tile is ideal for use on 
shelves, and some 
manufacturers okay its use on 
walls too. It is easy to handle - 
all you do is peel a paper from 


the back uf the tile and press in 
place -- and it can be cut to fit 
with an ordinary scissors. 
Standard edging trim may be 
used if desired
